The other 
riders, done for the day, head for home 
and so does the much needed morale- 
boosting spectator. 

As for last Sunday, it was more than 
I could take. When the trophies were 
given out to all the other classes (small 
bikes included), they were presented by 
a trophy girl and each winner had his 
name and his number announced. The 
winners also had their picture taken by 
a reporter I believe to be from your 
paper. After the Open Novice Main, there 
was no trophy girl, no picture taken and 
the winner had only his number rather 
tiresomely called out to “come get your 
trophy.” Again, these riders were 
slighted by not being able to run in the 
big bike sweepstakes before the Open 
Novices even had their first heat?

In recent weeks I have attended sev- 
eral meetings convened by various lead- 
ers in our sport. There was the Theft 
and Safety Seminar at the Hollywood 
Roosevelt put on by the American Motor- 
cycle Service Association and there 
were informal dealer doings and meetings 
oflarge and smallassociations dedicated 
to improving the sport as a whole. 

While looking about the rooms, I al- 
ways noticed the same industry leaders 
in attendance: representatives of BSA 
and Johnson Motors, Y amaha executives, 
the American management of Suzuki and 
most of the western publications. At 
many, the insurance profession was re- 
presented by Mr. John Maynard. Occa- 
sionally Earl Flanders or Bill Berry of 
the AMA*MSATA would attend. 

These are the people, it seems to 
me, who are demonstrating the most con- 
cem over the present predicament and 
future prosperity of the sport. Yet every 
meeting further compounds the difficulty 
that the motorcycle sport faces, for every 
sponsor of every meeting seems to feel 
that the whole sport should rally behind 
his ambitions and thus achieve unity 
with this person at the center. “Only 
then,” we are told, “can motorcycling 
make progress in public relations, or 
ganization and legislative support.” 


... What New Heights...” 


AMA spokesmen make the same plea. 
“I have often wondered... to what new 
heights the AMA would have risen with 
the help and support of all segments of 
the industry,” Exec. Director Bill Berry 
recently mused. We wonder too, but I 
think I may know why this support was 
not enthusiastically forthcoming. 

We have found in the course of pub- 
lishing this newspaper that the sport, 
like the Deity, helps those who help 
themselves. No other sport this size has 
so many organizations and so little 
Organization. The sport and industry de- 
mands, quite wisely, that a company or 
an association or a racerfirst show what 
he can do without help, and then he'll 
get the help he deserves or needs. 

So far the AMAMSATA has shown us 
that it is permanent. Its few paid and 
many volunteer members have staved off 
utter chaos in the American sport over 
the years, and for this it should be 
commended and rewarded. Lately 
AMAMSATA has shown signs of opening 
up to the demands of its second-class 
members, the two-dollar dues payers 
(you and me) and this will rate further 
approbation. If all goes well, we look 
forward to reporting giant progress and 
good things about our oldest associations. 

We would like to report that both the 
AMA and the trade association are ac- 
tively seeking new members, It would be 
nice to be able to say that Columbus 
approves local efforts at bettering things 
in the sport, safety or legislative fields. 
When it happens, we will relay it. 

Public opinion that was neglected for 


many years is beginning to make itself 
felt in our national legislature and peri- 
odicals. The positive benefits of motor- 
cycle freedom have to be emphasized 
now as never before. The first associa- 
tion that can do that adequately will 
have the support of all 3 million motor- 
cycle enthusiasts in the U.S., including 
this rider.

The 200cc Amateur-Expert class was 
first to hit the long track. Paul Studle 
(Bultaco) had his work cut out for him 
beating Ted Longwith and Warner Davis 
across the finish line. It was a Bultaco 
heyday in this class, with the Spanish 
screamers blasting in for the first five 
Places. 

As the size of the machines ine 
creased, so did the speed, the action 
and the excitement. The 250cc novice 
man was no exception.

The 250cc Expert main was without 
a doubt the highpoint of the day.

Amateur event, ever-improving Bill 
Collins pushed his Montesa to come- 
from-behind victory. Collins has been 
moving up one position a race lately, 
with this his first win. A good battle 
for second between James Riddle and 
Steve Paladini, both on Bultacos, spiced 
the event. 

Ray Ruff set such a sizzling pace 
in the 200-250cc Expert class that only 
one other machine even finished the 
final.

It will be the first time the young 
motorcycle daredevil will use the *Sky- 
cycle,” the machine with which he will 
attempt to soar over the Grand Canyon 
next year, in a public performance. 

Assisting Knievel in the two-and-a- 
half hour program, scheduled to begin at 
8 p.m., will be the most fantastic as- 
semblage of stuntmen ever brought to- 
gether for one performance. 

For the first lime in their lives, 
national TT stars Eddie Mulder, Skip 
Van Leeuwen and Swede Savage will 
assume the unfamiliar role of stuntmen 
and will perform daring feats which in- 
clude wheelies for the entire length of 
the straightaway, brick wall crashes and 
fire wall crashes. 

One of the highlights of the Saturday 
night spectacular will be a parachute 
jump into one of the Ascot lakes by Rod 
Pack, the only man in the world who has 
ever jumped from an airplane sans para- 
chute. Pack will be tied to a 200 ft. 
rope which is attached to a speeding 
automobile and then rise over the stadium 
like a kite before making his jump. 

According to Knievel 2 big part of 
the show will be pint-sized daredevil 
Butch Wilhelm, who will make his first 
appearance in a stunt show since a 
near-fatal crash about a year ago.

Four riders 
passed him at this point and now it was 
his turn to eat some dust, or as J.N. put 
it,*It was really a dusty bugger! Getting 
off in the rocks almost cost me the race 
since it was hard to re-pass inthe dust."

Ted Mainini and John Wiley, both 
Triumphemounted and good friends, 
managed to take their share of the 650cc 
Novice Moto brass. They raced around 
in close company, with Ted finishing 
just barely ahead of John in the well- 
ridden final. Track co-owner Jerry La 
Salle, who hasn’t ridden competition in 
three years, took third place on a sani- 
tary Matchless. 

The last race of the day proved to be 
painful to Harley rider Chuck Perrit. 
Chuck had the 250 class honors in the 
bag on a Sprint and was after the Open 
Class when it all came to an abrupt 
end. He ‘and eventual winner Phil Garr 
(Triumph) were dicing around the track 
until, coming out of the first turn, Chuck 
found the tail end out too far and was 
cut off in the next turn by unsuspecting 
Phil. 

Last this reporter heard, Chuck was 
suffering from a broken leg or torn mus- 
cles. Chuck exclaimed, “It hurts too 
much to be broken.” BSA-mounted Jack 
Smith managed second, 

All in all, the day’s racing program 
turned out to be a crowd pleaser. Not to 
mention that the riders had a good time, 
too. All except the two whose bikes 
burned. Terry Smith’s Honda burned 
while he was riding around before the 
races; the other burned on the course. 
Both riders moved rather quickly!

Smashed, broken, destroyed, obliterated and bettered are all previous 
speed and elapsed time records. "Flustration," the twin-engine Triumph of 
Boris Murray and Jim Cook tuned in a time of 9.36 seconds with a terminal 


speed of 161.57 mph. 


Many times, at previous race dates, the twin engine missile of Murray & 
Cook has provided crowd thrilling shows of smoke and acceleration, but never 
before have spectators gathered in large numbers to touch and see this amaz- 




















ing motorcycle which has smashed all existing quarter mile records. 


The speed of 161.57 miles per hour 
elapsed time of 9.36 seconds that had 
just been accomplished made the black 
and chrome machine seem almost unreal. 
But it was there in solid steel and alu- 
minum, with no elusive qualities that 
will never appear again. In fact next 
weekend “Flustration” will race an 
altered competition car at Lions Drag 
Strip on Saturday night, for two out of 
three and a return match at Fontana on 
Sunday. 

How did it happen? As Sunday’s rac- 
ing began at Fontana, several of the 
best fuel and gas burning cycles were 
entered in eliminator bracket competi- 
tion. Murray & Cook's first timed run 
produced a 130 mph sputtering charge 
that gave wrong indications of what was 
about to occur. There were no previous 
ills noted in the two 40-inch Triumph 
power plants, only a fuel mix that was 
too fat. A change of three percent nitro 
cured that. 


How To Break a Record 


Other contenders were Don McEvoy, 
Rich Richards and Bob Ebeling, but Don 
and Rich fell aside due to mechanical 
failures. Ebeling was not a real threat 
to Murray and Cook and they decided to 
try the one trick others had used many 
times before; “burning in” the rear tire. 
Rope was dug out of the tow car and a 
hasty sling made to halt the bike’s for 
ward strain. The clutch was released 
and billows of smoke rose as the Avon 
wore away at the asphalt and turned into 
a black sticky surface of molten rubber. 
The ropes were cast off and Flustration 
moved into the staging lights. Ebeling 
then moved forward and the lights flashed 
yellow to green. Only two feet out of 
the hole and it was all over, for the 
“Flustration’s” traction shot the double 
through the finish lights in 9.70 seconds 
at 159.00 miles per hour. 

After Murray and Cook returned to 
the pits, Fontanas announcer said, 
“That’s all for today racers", but Boris 
Murray put in a plea for one more run 
and Fontana’s management agreed. Hur- 
riedly, the double was prepared and 
again brought out to the quarter mile and 
was allowed to startits engines into life. 


All went well and the bike was turned 
over to Jim Cook as Boris climbed from 
the pillion. Again the ropes and the 
burning tire, but this time Jim left the 
clutch out and throttle on for a longer 
period of time. Staged and gone from the 
starting line, as though propelled by a 
jet it blasted through the lights. And

Norm's partner, Ken Locke, took 
second overall and first A Heavyweight, 
with Willy Taylor third. The big sur-
